Compu lsory sickness insu rance ad­ 
ministered by the federal gov ernment 
was adv ocated in Chicago before the 
Federation of State Medical Boards of 
the United States by I)r.

Dr. Hu ffman proposed a plan u nder 
which he said all repu table phy sicians 
wou l.l hav e an assu red income and the 
chief incentiv es to qu ackery wou ld be 
eliminated. 
The plan contemplated a tax of $2 
a y ear on all wage earners whose in­ 
i' come is less than $1,200. 
He estimates 
there are 33,000,000 su ch persons in 
the United States. 
Each wou ld hav e 
the priv ilege of selecting his own doc­ 
tor, bu t no phy sician wou ld be allowed 
to carry more than 2,000 names. 
“This wou ld mean $4,000 a y ear for 
treating those that become sick or dis­ 
abled. 
Statistics show not more than 
six ty of these wou ld ev er be sick at 
the same time,’’ said Dr. Hu ffman. 
“In general, the pu blic does not real 
ize how miserably u nderpaid the med 
ical profession is.

Shall the u se of the Fahrenheit ther­ 
mometer be discontinu ed in all gov ern­ 
ment scientific departm ents throu ghou t 
the United States? T hat is a qu estion 
being seriou sly considered by leading 
I scientific men in ail sections of the u a- 
I tion. according to the Boston Herald, 
I their opinions and adv ice hav ing been 
! asked by Congressman Albert Johnson 
of Washington, the au thor of a bill 
that wou ld banish the thermometer 
now In u se for gov ernment work au d 
practically u niv ersally by the av erage 
| citizen. 
Thou gh Congressman Johnson’s lit­ 
eratu re does not state what thermom- 
j eter he wou ld su bstitu te for the F ah­ 
renheit. the centigrade is referred to 
by him as being widely in u se already 
among scientific men in some gov ern­ 
ment 
departm ents 
other 
than 
the 
weather bu reau . 
The centigrade, being based on the 
decimal sy stem, is regarded as hav ing 
the same adv antage ov er the F ahren­ 
heit that the American sy stem of coin­ 
age, inv olv ing cents, dimes and dol­ 
lars, has ov er the more ancient English 
sy stem of pou nds, shillings and pence. 
The Fahrenheit thermometer, which 
has been in common u se in this cou n­ 
try 
for 
generations, 
was 
inv ented 
abou t 17 14 by Gabriel Daniel Fahren­ 
heit of Amsterdam. 
Prev iou s to that 
date 
thermometers 
had 
been 
v ery 
cru de affairs. 


T he Princ ipa l Diffe re nc e s . 
The centigrade thermometer, inv ent­ 
ed later and still widely u sed in E u ­ 
rope, differs from the Fahrenheit in 
hav ing the zero at the point marked 
32, or freezing, on the Fahrenheit. 
The centigrade Is div ided into 100 
degrees between its zero and the w a­ 
ter boiling point, which, according to 
Fahrenheit, is 212 degrees. 
In other 
words, the 18 0 degrees interv ening be­ 
tween freezing and 
boiling on the 
Fahrenheit are redu ced to 100 degrees 
on the centigrade. 
The American Association For the 
Adv ancement of Science, 
hav ing a 
membership of 9 ,000. is credited with 
being in fav or of the change. 
Nev er­ 
theless the father of the bill has ap 
pealed to many other scientific socie­ 
ties in order to av oid the charge that 
the measu re was ru shed throu gh con 
gress. 
Dr. S. \Y. Stratton, director of 
the national bu reau of standards, is 
at the head of a committee of scien 
tists fu rthering the bill. 
The bill prov iding for the change 
was introdu ced in congress Dec. 0 last, 
bu t no definite action has y et been tak ­ 
en >by congress on it. 
Mr. Johnson’s 
appeal to scientific men for su pport in 
his u ndertaking was made last month. 
H e claims that the Fahrenheit ther­ 
mometric scale is irrational and incon­ 
v enient and a nu isance and that the 
only qu estion is as to how soon it 
shou ld l>e abolished. 
He thinks that perhaps his bill shou ld 
be amended to postpone the abolition 
ten or fifteen y ears, bu t that “we 
shou ld ill deserv e ou r repu tation as a 
progressiv e nation if some date is not 
set before long."

A fte r “Poor Ric ha rd.” 
In his au tobiography Franklin tells 
how he u tilized “the little spaces that 
occu rred 
between 
the 
remarkable 
day s” in his almanac to contain “pro­ 
v erbial sentences, chiefly su ch as incu l­ 
cated indu stry and fru gality as the 
means of procu ring wealth, and there­ 
by secu ring v irtu e, it being more diffi­ 
cu lt for a man in w ant to act alway s 
honestly , as, to u se here one of these 
prov erbs, fit is hard for an empty sack 
to stand u pright.’ ” 
Most of these prov erbs were borrow­ 
ed from “the wisdom of many ages 
and nations,” as Franklin himself ac­ 
knowledges, bu t not a few of them 
seem to be du e to his own witty wis­ 
dom, and that ju st qu oted appears 
to be one of these. Taken as a whole, 
the say ings of Poor Richard range 
rather with the lowly prov erb than 
with 11n* more elev ated and more in­ 
cisiv e aphorism, and Morley chose to 


dismiss them with cu rt contempt as 
“kitchen max ims abou t th rift in time 
and money .” 
Yet the say ing abou t the empty sack 
rises a little abov e the lev el of the 
kitchen max im, and so does that other 
which declares that “If y ou wmu ld 
hav e y ou r bu siness done, go; if not. 
send.” 
One of Franklin’s biographers re­ 
cords that when Pau l Jones, after his 
v ictory in the Ranger, went to Brest 
to aw ait the new ship which had been 
promised him, he was tormented for 
months by ex cu ses and delay s despite 
his appeals to Franklin, to the roy al 
family and to the king himself. 
Then 
a t last he chanced to pick u p “Poor 
Richard,” and the say ing ju st qu oted 
hit home. 
lie took the hint, “hu rried 
to Versailles, and there got an order 
for the ship which he renamed in hon­ 
or of his teacher, Bon Homme Rich­ 
ard.”—Brander M atthews in H arper’s 
Magazine.

Johnson county it- name in honor of 
John Johnson, famous sup reme court 
judge. 
As p rosecuting attorney for 
the third judicial district, Smith fig­ 
ured in some of the most noted crim­ 
inal cases in Indiana history .

was resp onsible for the trial and con­ 
v iction of the notorious Hudson, 
Sawy er, Bridge, Sr. and Bridge Jr. 
who had k illed a p arty of friendly 
Indians in Madison county .

tells us that court was held in a 
double log cabin and the grand jury 
sat up on a log. 
‘There was not a

The aerial coast patrol proposed by 
the Aero Club of America, a plan in­ 
trusted to Rear Admiral R. E. Peary, 
as Its originator, to develop and carry 
to accomplishment, proposes a new 
departure 
In 
preparedness for w ar 
never attempted by any nation and 
utilization in time of peace of the 
scheme for humanitarian purposes of 
saving the lives of those who go down 
to the sea in ships. 
The co-operation 
of the army and navy and of the coast 
and geodetic survey has been invited. 
Other government activities, especial­ 
ly the coast guard, which is expected 
to benefit most by the peace utilization 
of the aerial patrol, are also included 
in the scoi>e of desired government co­ 
operation. 
Rear Admiral Peary has named a 
number of members of a committee to 
j formulate working plans to carry out 
| the schem e 
Among them is Assistant 
Secretary Byron R 
Newton of the 
j treasury department, in charge of the 
j coast guard. 
Mr. Newton is also a 
theoretical aeronaut. 
As a newspaper 
man he made a specialty of aeronauti­ 
cal new s and was often in a flier. 
He 
| is also a member of the aeronautical 
board of the government, named to 


j advise the army and navy. 
While the “preparedness” part of the 
j program is insisted upon by those who 
conceived it. the humanity aspects of 
it are regarded as of even more vital 
importance. 
For there are those that 
I predict that the navy some day*—when 


j there cease to be wars and rumors of 
i war—will be only an adjunct of the 
j coast guard, developed to its highest 
capacity as an economizer of life and 


j property, and that the navy in peace 
times will have peace work cut out 
for it that is not entirely making ready 
for war. but will have a commercial 
and utilitarian purpose. 


To D ivide Coast Into Sections. 
The Idea, as set forth by the Aero 
Club of America, is to divide the At­ 
lantic and Pacific coasts, the shores of 
the great lakes and the coast of the 
gulf of Mexico into sections “of con­ 
venient length, say about 100 miles 
each.” In each of these sections would 
be established a coast defense station, 
where would be erected a hangar for 
housing a seaplane and equipment to 
make all minor repairs. Several larger 
stations would be established at suit­ 
able intervals, where all more compli­ 
cated repairs could be made or a com­ 
plete overhauling given at regular pe­ 
riods. 
Elaborating the plan, as set forth by 
the Aero Club of America, each hangar 
would be the home of u seaplane. A 
driver and an observer would be at­ 
tached to it. The sea plane would be 
equipped with light wireless apparatus, 
powerful binocular glasses and a sen­ 
sitive microphone. 
“The 
partly 
submerged 
derelict,” 
says the Aero Club of America, “too 
light to sink and a constant menace to 
traiiie, would be spotted by the aerial 
scout 
and 
its 
presence 
reported. 
Wrecks, vessels In distress and all oth­ 
er marine accidents would be reported 
and aid quickly summoned when neces­ 
sary.” 
But if ever war should arise. In the 
opinion of Rear Admiral Teary, the 
first value of this coast patrol service 
would be the prompt report, “ready 
ami equipped for service,” from a hun­ 
dred or more trained fliers and ob- 


How the south is planning to pre­ 
rent the “passing on” of tramps from 
m e city to another, as has been done 
uow for many years, is told In an arti­ 
cle sent out by the Survey press serv­ 
ice. 
It is explained that because of 
this “passing on” policy conditions in 
* number of cities and towns were be­ 
coming unendurable, and at the same 
time no relief was being given for the 
evil. 
A long step forward in the handling 
of charitable transportation of tramps 
and other nonresident poor in seven 
southeastern states was taken at a 
convention in Jacksonville, Fla., called 
by Mayor J. E. T. Bowden of that city. 
More than 100 mayors and another 
hundred delegates, representing nearly 
150 cities in Florida, Alabama, Geor­ 
gia, Mississippi. Louisiana. North Car­ 
olina and South Carolina, discussed 
the “passing on” evil and adopted a 
model ordinance to solve the problem. 
Each delegate was pledged to do all In 
his power to secure the passing of the 
ordinance in his home city. 
The com­ 
plete proceedings of the convention, 
with a copy of the ordinance, will be 
sent to inore than 500 cities. 


Passing It On. 
The “passing on” evil has for many 
years been a problem of particular sig­ 
nificance in the south. 
The mild cli­ 
mate has been partially responsible for 
tin* 
presence 
of 
many 
wandering 
tramps and “tramp fam ilies.” and their 
increase has been encouraged by slip­ 
shod methods of issuing free transpor­ 
tation. 
A few charitable organizations 
with modern methods have worked un­ 
der the transportation rules as drawn 
up 
by 
the 
national 
conference 
of 
charities and correction in 1903. 
The 
city of Atlanta, (la., signet! these rules 
by ordinance in 1906. 
But most <>f the municipalities and 
smaller relief organizations continued 
to get rid of their visiting poor by 
buying them tickets to the next town 
or the nearest large city—the old fa­ 
miliar method of “passing on.” 
And 
so the dismal round continued, grow­ 
ing ever worse. 
Towns and cities be­ 
came 
burdened 
with an 
increasing 
number of wandering dependents, who 
suffered increasing hardship and pau­ 
perism from the s3'sL>in. In some com­ 
munities, due to their geographical po­ 
sition, the conditions became unendur 
able. Jacksonville, so situated as to be 
the gateway of Florida, was one of 
these. 
Nearly a year ago Barry C. 
Smith, then secretary of the associated 
chartties in that city, determined that 
some local action must l>e taken, and 
perhaps the co-operation of the entire 
south be obtained. 
As an initial step an ordinance was 
drawn up and laid before the mayor 
and city council. 
No action was taken, 
hut Mayor Bowden showed an earnest 
interest. 
T ram ps Trooped In. 
Tramp family after tramp family 
drifted Into the city, and the Associat­ 
ed Charities kept the mayor constantly 
in touch with these concrete instances. 
Photographs were takeu of some of 
the worst types, reports were secured 
from other cities and definite proofs of 
the sending of such dei>endents to 
Jacksonville by other cities were se­ 
cured. 
Mayor Bowden became con­ 
vinced that what was true of Jackson­ 
ville must be true of other cities and 
that the remedy lay in the co-operative 
action of the entire south. 
Obviously 
each city on this plan received about 
servers from mechanicians and help 
ers organized into a state of “military gg many poor as it sent elsewhere, and

GERMANS EXIST 


Allege 
Plan 
Was Financed 


By Berlin. 


New York, March 8.—According to 
a story published here C. J. Schhenlin, 
head of the German-American Patriot­ 
ic Alliance; Henry Weisman of Brook, 
lyn, head of many German organiza­ 
tions, and Alphonse C. Koelble, a law­ 
yer and former newspaper man of this 
city, had mapped out a plan for an or­ 
ganization, secretly financed by Ger­ 
mans, but having at its head politic­ 
ians of other than Irish or Teutonic 
names, should seek to control the 
nomination of a Republican candidate 
for president and for swinging con­ 
gressmen and senators into line for 
pro-German legislation. 
Additional evidence was obtained, 
despite Koeble’s denial, as to the man­ 
ner in which Koelble sought to fi­ 
nance the organization. 
Copies of 
betters which he had written to Ger­ 
mans and members of firms which did 
a big business in German-made prod­ 
ucts pr‘or to the war were found. 
Koelble when seen at his office made 


a general denial of any political ac­ 
tivity in aid of the German cause, and 
denied that he went to Germany to 
| discuss with representatives of the 
German government any such political 
j propaganda. 
“ I want to deny that T was engaged 
j in any secret plan to defeat President 
I Wilson or to control the Republican 
convention,” he said. 
“I know of no I 
organized effort or any' individual ef­ 
fort to help Germany through the 
ballot box. I admit that I was in te r-' 
ested in congress and in learning what 
was going on there, but I did no em ­ 
ploy T. L. Marsalis and I know of no 
i organization that employed him to act

During 12 of its 35 years of ex­ 
istence the line has been in the hands 
of a received. 
Twice it emerged tri­ 
umphant, only to fall again in 1908. 
The railroad was built in 1879 by 
Canadian financiers who foresaw the 
possibilities of tapping Ohio and West 
Virginia ooal fields carrying tin» pro­ 
duct to the Great Lakes. 
It was 
finally acquired hy the Gould inter­ 
ests, through the Wabash and Pitts­ 
burg Terminal line, which controlled 
51 per CQiit of the W. & L. E. stock. 
So the Wabash made a through traffic 
agreement which gave it 25 per cent 
of the W. and L. E., gross receipts. 
It was not long until the latter line 
wa- in urgent need of money. 
The present receivership was pre- 
eipiated when the line defaulted in 
1908 on both interest and principal 
on $12,000,000 worth of five per cent 
bonds pledged to the Central Trust 
Co., New York, for $8,000,000 cash 
three years previous. 
Since the in­ 
auguration of the receivership the 
road has suffered several setbacks. 
Floods of 1913 caused $400,000 dam­ 
age to equipment. In December, 1913, 
the telegraphers struck and won de­ 
mands for higher pay. 
In 1914 and 
19.15 the Ohio coal strike caused $2,- 
000,000 loss in receipts. 
In prosperous times the road has 
earned $3,000,000 net profits per an­ 
num. 
It- gros- receipts now are less 
than $8,000,000 per annum. 
Expert - 
claim the road needs $15,000,000 to 
“tone il up” and make il a paying 
proposition. 
An interesting pha-e ot the faction­ 
al fight occurred when Joseph Ram­ 
sey, Toledo, former [»resident of the 
Waba-h 
and 
chief 
lieutenant- of 
George Gould, opposed hi- former 
chief and, leading ihe minority fight, 
was elected president of the \Y. and 
L. E. 
A state supreme court decision 
upheld Ramsey's election. 
However, 
Ramsey was unable to secure suffi­ 
cient loans to meet the financial bur­ 
den- of the debt laden line. 
A -triking example 
of bu-iness 
methods employed with the W. & L. 
K., came to public notice recently. 
W, M. Duncan, receiver, ordered re­ 
pair shops at Brewster and Jronville, 
O., elo-cd so money could be raised 
to meet interest on bonds. 
For two 
months the shop-, which employ 1,000 
men, were shut. 
Much suffering was 
caused. 
Appeals were made to Fed­ 
eral Judge Clarke, who after visiting 
the towns, ordered the shops reopen­ 
ed, not only to end suffering among 
the employes’ families, but also to 
prevent the rolling stock from depre­ 
ciating.
